Washin gton , Jun e 18.—Accord in g to 
the official figures of the bureau of 
foreign an d d omestic commerce, d e­ 
partmen t of commerce, agricultural 
prod ucts form but 28 per cen t, of the 
d omestic exports of the Un ited States 
in the fiscal year 1913, again st 51 per 
cen t, in 1910, 62 per cen t. In 1900, 75 
per cen t, in 1890, an d 84 per cen t, in 
1880. 
Tills chan ge in the percen tage 
which agricultural prod ucts form of 
the total exports is d ue n ot to an 
actual d ecrease in the value of that 
class of merchan d ise sen t out of the 
coun try, but to the much larger in ­ 
crease in the value of man ufactures 
exported 
The value of agricultural prod ucts 
exported shows an actual 
gain 
of 
from 694 million d ollars value in the 
fiscal year 1880, 
to 
approximately 
1,200 million in 1913, the figures for 
1913 bein g slightly in excess of those 
of an y earlier year, showin g an in ­ 
crease of about 70 per cen t, over 
those In 1880.
